The greateſt joy was, that they had been preſerved in 

health and ſafety amidſt many dangers. It was an un- 
favourable tempeſtuous cold ſummer, the ſnow fell every 
month; in January there was horrible cold weather, 
e the froſt ; prevailed again, and in Auguſt a great 
deal of drift-ice made its appearance, They were often 
overſet in their boats, yet only one periſhed. A ſtron 
wind carried away the kaiak of one man from the land 
into the ſea, while he was hunting aſhore ; he jumped upon 
a piece of ice and paddled after it with his hands. Mean 
while one piece of the ice after another broke off, and 
at laſt when he had recovered his kaiak, and ſtepped into 
it with one foot, the reſt of the ice, on which his other 
foot Rood, broke quite to pieces. Another was obliged to 
make his retreat in February on a piece of ice, and draw 
his kaiak to him; there was he forced to ſit all the night 


in his wet cloaths, for at ſtepping out, he had fallen 
into the water up to his breaſt. The current drove the 
ice aut to ſea, and he faw no deliverance. At laft the 
ſeparated fo far, that he could make his way through 


it to land. A little before Chriſtmas, an European 
| brother being ſhooting cider-fowls' on the land, faw an

eſpecially at the meeting for the litany ſo that, notwith- 
ſtanding the. cold, the hot fumes in the hall rendered it 
almoſt inſufferable. This made it 1 for the chil- 
dren to ſtay away ; but as they did not like to Joſe this 
bleſſed part of divine ſervice, it. was performed with them 
the next morning, inſtead of their uſual catechiſation. 
Their ſchools were alſo ſet on foot again, and the three

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in this bay, three miles from the open ſea, lies the 
Greenland congregation- ſettlement News Herrnbuch, be- 
tween the haven and the colony Good-hope. The 
outermoſt edge of this land forms three great Strands, 
between which the rocks project into the ſea. | The 
ſea- ſnore abounds with od thrown up by the ſea 
like a dam, and aſcends gradually between the rocks 


into a valley, which has a rivulet that is froze up in 


the winter. On the middle Strand, a ſtone's- throw 
from the water fide, ſtands the Congregation - Houſe , 
which, with its two wings and area, appears (at leaſt 
in Nr like a little palace, though it is but one 
high, built of wood, cranes with boards and 
Ss; and pitched all over. In the middle of the roof 
Rang, a ſmall turret with a bell, The houſe is ſeventy 
| feet long, and thirty broad. Beſide the large hat which 
the Greenlanders have for their church, are four dwell- 


ing-rooms and two antichambers, one of which is a 
| dining-room, and the other a ſchool for the girls. The 


north-wing contains an antichamber, a ſchool- room for 
the boys, and a dwelling-room for the catechiſt. Un- 
der ground is the kitchen, bakehouſe and oven, and 
in the kitchen a draw-well, which is a great advantage 
to the houſe, as they were obliged in former times 
to melt ice and ſnow in the room to get water in the 


Winter ſeaſon. The ſouth-wing is a ſtore-houſe for 


| proviſions and 2 magazine of wood. Not far off, 4 


| ſheep-cote is 5 1h in the Greenland-tafte. - Before the 


houſe is the Fan en, which furniſhes their table with 
nothing but lettuce, radiſhes, turnips, cabbage and 
leeks. A path leads from hence to the ſea-ſhore, where 
a ſhed is built Greenland- like, to ſcreen their two large 
boats and timber from the ftorms and ſnow. 

The Greenland winter - houſes ſtand on aſcending 
rocks from the water- ſide, on both ſides of the con- 
gregation-houſe ; and behind them, are ſmall ſtore- 
houſes containing their ſeals - fleſh, and blubber. But 
their capelins (which are as it were their daily bread) 
che ſkins for their tents, and other implements, they 
keep in a large magazine covered with gs.

Three 
of theſe are choir-houfes.- In one live fifty-five ſingle 
men and boys; in another ſeventy- eight ſingle women 
and girls; and to the third belong fixty-two widows. 
The chief part of theſe laſt live together in this houſe, but 
others, who have children, live with families in other 
houſes. J«ö;ͤ' FEY. 
There are fixty-four families, a few widowers in- 
cluded ; theſe have divided themſelves into the thirteen 
other houſes ; ſo that a ſet of families, from two to 
ſeven, live together in one houſe. Each family keeps 
not only their own children, till they are of ſuch an age, 
that they can reſort to the choir-houſes, according to the 
cuſtom of the Brethren's congregation, (of which more 
hereafter) but if their circumſtances allow of it, they alſo 
take orphans under their care; and if they have no chil-

But b. fiſhing and hunting, which is but a 
poor affair at beſt, there is no way of providing for 
themſelves ;*and as for gain, there is no ſuch thing to 
be thought of. The moſt part therefore muſt be ſent to 
them, and this cannot but be attended with very great 
expences. The heathen-meſſengers muſt not only be 
provided with neceſſary money and cloaths at their firſt 
out, but every year a conſiderable ſupply is ſent 
of victuals and cloathing, alſo from time to time boats, 
and timber for their dwelling-houſes, and for the meet- 
 ing-hobſe of the Greenlanders, for which, as well as 
for the paſſengers, a my 1 freight is paid.
